PROPHESIED HIS DEATH. 


A Wealthy New York Farmer Fixes 
the Date of His Death. 


. 


A Prophecy Fulfilled—John Ryder 
Prepares His Funeral, Settles His 
Worldly Affairs and Dies According 
to His Announcement, 


By Teéegrarh to the Post- 

Nyack, N. Y., June 17.—Valley Cottage is a way 
station on the West Shore Railroad, midway be- 
tween this place and Rockland Lake. It takes its 
name from a hamlet, and the hamlet from the farm 
of John Ryder, who was long the most prom- 
inent man inthe place. On the llth instant Mr. 
Ryder died, and under circumstances that have 
caused widespread comment am ong the villagers. 
Mr. Ryder died after prophesying for three days 
that June 11 wold be his last day onearth. Mr. 
Ryder was a wealthy farmer and a high official in 
the Methodist Church at Rockiand Lake. 
He was seventy-six years old, and 
his ruddy cheek and clear blue eye gave no indi- 
cation of approaching dissolution. He used to boast 
that he had never been ill a day in his life. Up to 
a few weeks ago he worked his farm, going out to 
plough at daylight, Oneday he returned to the 
farm house and seated himself in an arm chair. 
When asked if he was ill he replied that he was 


not, but said, *‘I have ploughed my last. Now, I 
fee] that as I bave passed > ~ fom the three score 
and ten the good Lord allowed me, Ishall not live 
to see this harvest. 

GOD, THY WILL BE DONE.” 

His farm work fell into the hands of his hired 
men and he mechanically received their reports, 
Ali day he walked up and down the verandah, his 
head sunk on his breast, deep in meditation: 

“I am tired,” he wo@id say, wher any of the 
neighbors or bis relatives rallied him on his actions. 
“I shall not live long. Soon I wili tell you before- 
hand the day on which I shall breathe my last.” 
On Tuesday, June 9, he called his family around 
him and sent a servant after the farm hands, mean- 
while peervne acalin demeanor. When all had 
assembled he said, in deep, impressive tones, 
friends, my time is drawing vigh. My sands of lite 
have nearly run out. But two days more and I 
shall not be with you. I have received a warning, 
and it portends death. My friends, I leave you 
with a liie, I “hope, clear of crime 
and with a hope and belief in the infinite ten- 
derness and mercy of the true and living God.” 
Turning toafarm hand, he said, with energy: 
“Harness up my horse and buggy. Do it quickly.” 
When the vehicie was ready, he sprang in unas- 
sisted and drove to the little burying-ground near 
by, owned by a few of the oid families in the 
neighvorheod. Arrived at the graveyard, he 
looked around,and,running to a mound where there 
was a pile of stakes, he marked off the space

Driving home, he did not spare the horse, and 
when his house was reacaed he immediately 
dispatched a servant to Nyack for a lawyer 
who bad done legal business for him before. In the 
note he said he wanted to draw up his will. He also 
ordered the man to bring an undertaker back with 
him. The undertaker came and jokingly measured 
the old gentieman. “Now give me your bill, I 
want to pay itnow,” be said to the undertaker.

Mr. Ryder then named the three other men he 
wanted to act as pali-bearers. In tne lawyer's pres- 
ence he named ail the other details about the fu- 
neral and made disposition of his personal effects 
and mentioned his friends. 

On the foliowing day Mr. Ryder sat in his old 
arm chair on tbe verandah most of the time. 
During the foliowing night he got up several times, 
and bis family beard him waiking through the house. 
He was in lus place in the morning and appeared 
to be in his usual health. Towards noon he called 
bis family around him, saying: *“My friends, I am 
now going. Good-bye ali, and God bless you.” He 
then laid back in his arm chair,and,gazing tenderly 
at his family, gently closed his eyes. His lips 
moved in prayer, and once again ne opened bis 
eyes and smiled, and again the eyelids closed and 
all was still. ‘those around him thought he was 
sleeping, but when they cailed him he did not 
answer. He was dead, Many prominent citizens 
of Nyack and vicinity vouch for the truth of the 
details of the old gentlemen's demise. One of Mr. 
Ryders’ sons, about 46 years of age, is a prominent 
business man in this city. Mr. Ryder was buried 
on Saturday, all kis detais and requests being 
religiously followed.

UNDER WHICH KING? 


A Most Remarkable Document From 
the Merchants’ Exchange. 


Ee 


Mr. E. F. Kelly's Views on the Suffer- 
ings of Railroads, the Foolishness of 
Shippers and the Futility of OCon- 
gress—The Intellectual Treat Sub- 
mitted tothe Interstate Committee 
To-Day. 


Mr. E. F. Kelly, the secretary of the Merchants’ 
Exchange transportation committee, has succeeded 
in evolving one of the most remarkable pieces of 
iterature which has yet been added to the dis- 
cussion of the railway problem. In the short limi 
of some 8,000 words he has put the Merchants’ Ex- 
change on record as occupying one of the most 
peculiar and complex positiong on the question of 
transportation by rail which human ingenuity 
could contrive, The purpose of this broadside is 
the instruction of the Cullom Inter-State 
commerce committee which met at the 
Southern Hotel this morning, and which has 


displayed an amiable curiosity to know what the 
commerce of St. Louis had to about the trans- 
ortation problem. Below will be found some of 
he things which the commerce of lieves 
in, if its endorsement is not taken away from its 
accredited spokesman. 

Mr. Kelly takes the ground to begin with, that 
watered stock is only an item in the railroad trouble, 
that the cost of needless mileage based on the in- 
filated price of construction is ‘the chief element. 
He cites a number of figures, after which, he as- 
sumes that there is 26 per cent more railroad in the 
country than is needed, and after a calculation 
on earning capacity, he shows that the rail- 
way plant is worth 735,820.000, leaving 
$4,759,651,311 unproductive capital to be paid for. 
This is right enough, but directly on this fact he 
deduces this queer conclusion:

The inference Mr. Keliy draws from this must 
be that if we had one railroad, with one clerk, the 
expense on the city would be much less.

Leaying this part of the subject to speak for 
itself, and assuming that Mr. Kelly is correct in 
representing the merch of St. Louis as opposed 
to “unhealthy competition,” there stiil one or 
two points upon which one may fairly doubt that 
Mr. Kelly has caugiat the exact idea of his employ- 
ers.

It is not right or just that Congress should legislate 
against railway securities to correct the evils and wrongs 
resulting from the war, commercial intoxication, bad 
legislation and popular errors, especially so as the

Gladstone Will Lead His Party Through 
the Coming Election.

The Marquis of Salisbury to Present 
His Cabinet To-Morrow—Northcote 
Left Out—Burning of a Large Busi- 
ness Establishment in London — 
Serious Labor Riot at Brunn, Aus

Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loxpow, June 17.—The papers all day yesterday 
continucd to print rumors that the split in the Con- 
gervative ranks, as shown by Churchill's vote 
against Northcote in the Commons, Monday even- 
ing, signified such a break in the party that Salis- 
bury would be unable to form a Cabinet. It is seen 
this morning how mistaken these rumors wefe. ASs 
already eabled, Churchill began to dictate condi- 
tions. These were an extensive reorganization of 
the Tory party as regards the leaders) No doubt 
he was right to insist upon the infusion of young 
blood. It is equally clear that ne has gained his 
point, and, in the current slang, he has kicked 
Northcote upstairs—that is, into the House of 
Lords. All differences of opinion in the Conserva- 
tive ranks are now reconciled and all personal jeal- 
ousies accommodated. To-morrow Salisbury will 
present an united Cabinet to the Queen: Salisbury 
himself as Secretary for Foreign Affairs; 
Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and leader in the Commons; Churchill for the India 
office. Northcote will accept some office of great 
dignity, but no importance, like the Lord Privy Seal 
or President of the Council. All this is the re- 
guilt of Churchill's long conference with Salisbury 
yesterday morning. 

THE GREAT PIECE OF NEWS, 
this morning, is the authoritative statement that 
Gladstone has been offered an earldom by the 
Queen, and declined it with thanks. It is doubtful 
if he ever was more popular in the rank and file 
of the Liberal party than now. Last night ata 
great politigal meeting the whole audience rose to 
their feet and cheered again and again at the accis 
dental mention of his name, This refusal ef an 
almost unprecedented honor, the Times points 
out, has no parallel case nearer than that of Sir 
Robert Walpole, who was made Earl of Oxford in 
1742. Itis certain to evoke a burst of enthusiasm 
throughout the country. It cannot be better de- 
scribed than in Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt’s words 
at the meeting last night, before the fact be- 
came generally known. He said: 
“We shall fight the grgat campaign for the old 
cause and the old man. Under that flag and in 
that name we shall appeal to an enfranchised 
nation. We shall go forth conquering and to con- 
quer, and yet toplace upon that honored head 
which the Tories have defamed, insulted, reviled, 
THE WORTHY CROWN OF FINAL VICTORY.” 

This epitome of the feeling of the Liberal party 
is the chief significance of Gladstone's refusal, as it 
affords proof that he is going to lead his party 
through the election into the next Parliament.

THE FISHERIES QUSSTION. 

Orrawa, Ont., June 17.—Negotiations are now 
being carried on between the several Governments 
interested, with a view to securing arrangements 
for the final settlement of the fisheries question, 
which has from time to time been agitated by the 
people of Canada and the United States. Sir John 
Macdonald will bring the correspondence on the 
subject to the notice of Parliament before the close 
of the session. It is understood that a proposition 
has been made by the United States Government 
for the President to undertake to bring the whole 
question of the fisheries before Congress at the 
December sitting, and to recommend the appoint- 
ment of a joint commission, charged with the settle- 
ment, upon a joint and equitable basis, of the entire 
question of fishing rights. In the meantime the 
proposition of the United States is that there be no 
enforcement of the fishery laws and regulatiops 
from July 1 to the close of the present fishing 
season.

A SERIOUS LABOR RIOT. °

The military were called “out 
and succeeded by midnight in dispersing the crowds 
and restoring order. In theconflicts between the 
soldiers and the rioters, two officers, six privates 
and many rioters were wounded. A renewal of the 

disturbance is feared.

THE CHOLERA.

Between May 20. and 
June 15, there were seventy-five cases of cholera 
here, and during the same period there were forty- 
five deaths. In the City of Valencia, during the 
past twelve hours, there were four new cases of 
cholera and three deaths. Senor Remoroy Rabeledo, 
Minister of the Interior, declared in the Cortes last 
evening that the “suspicious cases”’ in Madrid were 
beyond a doubt cholera and of the Asiatic type. 

THE SCOURGE RAGING. 

Yesterday in Castelion de ia Plana there were 
fifty-eight new cases of cholera and twenty-eight 
deaths. In the City of Valencia seventeen new 
cases and seven deaths were reported, while the 
Province of Valencia had a total of 146 new cases 
and eighty-eigat deaths. In Murcia there were 
ninety -eight new cases and forty-one deaths. In the 
Province of Murcia tre new cases aggregated 171 
and the deaths seventy-four. In Aranjuez, town of 
New Castile, eighteen miles southwest from Madrid, 
there was one case yesterday.

THE CULLOM COMMITTEE. 


The Interstate Commerce Inquiry at 
the Southern. 


— $$ 


Senators Cullom, Platt and Harris 
Ask a Number of Questions About 
Railway Problems—Gen. Devereux’ 
Gloomy Prediction—The Morning 
Session. 


What has become generally knownas “the Cul- 
lom Inter-State Commerce Comaaittee” met shortly 
after 10 o'clock inthe gentlemen's parlor of the 
Southern Hotel, for the purpose of hearing evidence 
on the various railroad problems now ting the 
country, Senator Skelby M. Cullom ef Illinois, Sen- 
ator Orville H. Platt of Connecticut and Senator 
Isham G. Harris of Tennessee ranged themeelves 
about a table in the center of the room, and M. C. 
R. Paul, the clerk of the Committee, acted as mas- 
ter of ceremonies. Senators Warner Miller and 
Arthur C.*Gorman, of the Committee, were absent. 
The three Sevators are fine-looking men and typical 
men. Cullom is a Western man pure and simple. 
He wears a beard, but no mustache; his nose sticks 
out prominently. He looks like an intelligent 
farmer in his Sunday clothes. Platt 
is a down Easter, looking very like 


Soc Newman. idealized. He wears a full beard and 
mustache. He is avery gentlemanly man, with 
an interrogative,scrutiniziug eye,and a very courte- 
ous manner. Harris of Tennessee is the most neg- 
ligent of the three Senators, and evidently the best 
natured one in the lot. Platt and Cullom did all 
the talking during the first part of the committee 
meeting, and Harris spread himself overa chair 
and looked bored at everything that wasdone. A 
very small party gathered in ihe parlor to hear the 
matter tuat might come before the committee. :

I thougny 
better to put my thougots in writing, as it has been 
necessary for me to quote a great many statistics, 
Lt want to first submit to ou a 
map, whose accuracy I guarantee, which 
displays the country °*tween the termini of the 
trunk lines and the Missouri River. This is the 
battle ground, gentlemen; this is the country where 
ali our fighting is going on.” Gen. Devereux then 
began the mar hogs of his paper, which was quite a 
lengthy one. Heskeiched tbe development of the 
rail systems of the country, saying among other 
things}that it was based on credit and credulity. He 
described the gradual shaking together of the Trunk 
Line pool very graphically, notine the diverg- 


ing cinims of different cities’ “Rates,” 
he __ said, ‘were ground in a perpetual 
mill." He denied that ‘‘water,” or fictitious capital 


was the cause of the failure to make money in the 
railroad business. He said that of all created creat- 
ures the railroads were the most frequent objecis 
of popular clamor, and the most persecuted. 

THE FACTS IN THE CASE. 

There are nine principal trunk tines fiom East to 
West, and over these nine roads are run thirty 
freight lines, all of them competing with each other. 
Rates should be reasonavle and uniform, and the 
result of tiie competition of these lines has made 
them anything but uniform and reasonab.e. 
His remedy for the present evil condition of 
things was a course of legislation wiich would pro- 
tect the railroads as well as the people, of whian he 
sketched the details. He announced his beiief in 
Government control, by the different States, rather 
than by Congress. A number of questions were 
asked Gen. Devereux at the end of his reading, and 
his answers may be vriefed taus: “I do bel evein 
the establishment of a National Commission, if it 
can be done. I want something done. I'm afraid 
that even you gentiemen do not appreciate the tre- 


mendous importance of this matter. I tell 
you, the railroad interests of this coun- 
try are going straight to destruction. 


1 tell you, however, although I do not wact this 
published, that in eighteen months from this time, 
there will not be as many solvent companies in 
this country as I bave fingers on one hand. Every 
road in the country is carrying through freight at a 
dead loss. Lam in favor of legisiation on this

to cut rates secretly.”’ Genera: Devereux was then 
subjected to a jong examination as to (the manner in 
whicn rates are cut, and the best methods of pre- 
venting that system. He aiso explained the 
manner in which freight rates are 
ascertained, and described the elements of cost. He 
called the attention of the committee to the 
fact that twenty years ago his road paid $1 a day 
for work, and now it is paying $115. The question 
is whether or not this item should not be cut down. 
Several questions were putto Genera! Devereux 
about the propriety of makinga law which would 
compel a road not to charge inore for a short dis- 
tance than a jong distance. The Genera) opposed 
any such law. He said that it would be an attempt 
to make every piace equal, which would be a direct 
contravention of a previous statute passed by the 
Creator. General Devereux thought the beauty of 
the scenery or tie saiubrity of the climate should 
compensate the inhabitants of those piaces where a 
larger price was made for the bardsnips which the 
necessities of competition imposed upon them,

IOWA’S CALAMITY.

The Great Fatality and Damage Caused 
by the Recent Terriffc Storms. 
Lamars, Iowa, June 17.—As the reports from out- 
lying districts come in it becomes evident that the 
tornado which swept Plymouth and Cherokee 
Counties was attended with great loss of life. The 
killed, so far as reported, are; Mrs. William Gano 
and child, at Marcus, twenty miles east, on the 
Illinois Central Railroad; Nick Mackel, aged 65: W. 
Goateheler, aged 26, found in a lake, a plank having 
struck him over the heart. He was instantly 
killed. Sixteen are reported killed in Cherokee 
County, Those fatally injured are Daniel Hayes, 
Nick Goebers, Mr. nnd Mrs. Rudolph Lane, Mr. 
Kesnedy of Remsen, ten miles east; Mrs. Maecke, 
aged 50 years; Mary Maecke, Lizzie Maecke and 
Adam Goetchler. Those seriously wounded are 
John Swain, Mrs. Cramer and Mrs. D. Hayes—two 
other ladies in the same house were also injured; 
John Goetcheler, his wife and two children and 
Joha Beaucaire and Mrs. Silas Forbes. The 
streams have risen so rapidly that the physicians 
cannot visit their patients. There will probably 
be other deaths and injuries reported as the water 
subsides, The course of the tornadd .was as 


follows: It reached Sioux City at 10:15 
and Lemars at 10:45, It lasted 
thirty minutes, and was accompanied 


by rain and hail. It then veered to the east, and we 
have heard of damage being done as far east as 
Waterloo. Until 12:15 a. m. it rained, when an- 
other tornado from the northwest swept over Le- 
mars more destructive than,tbeffirst,iasting an hour 
ahalf. Thiscame from Southern Dakota, as 
far west as Yankton. The track, as far as can be 
learned at this time, was in the shape of a letter X, 
with the base of the letter pointing east, the junc- 
tion being in Cherokee County, where the largest 
amount of damage was done. From Onawa by 
way of Sioux City to Cherokee, it is a eighty 
miles, from Yankton to Cherokee it is 120 miles, 
and from Cherokee to Fort Dodge it is seventy 
miles. This will give an idea of the storm's course. 
The duration of the storm at Lamars was,about an 
hour and a haif, The damage in Cherokee County 
will amount to $20.000; in Woodbury county, $100,- 
000; Plymouth County, $100,000; Mona County, $50,- 
000, and ida County, $50,000. This time there are 
reports of damage in Buena Vista, Sac, Pocahontas, 
Calhoun and Webster Counties, but not enough to 
form an estimate as to the loss. At Bayard and 
Fort Dodge it was in the form of wind and rain, 


THE DYING WARRIOR. 


General Grant Comfortable at Mount Mc- 
Gregor, but Growing Waeker. 

Mount MoGrecor, N. Y., June 17.—When Gen. 
Grant sank into his pillowed chair on the piazza of 
the Drexel Cottage here, soon after his arrival yes- 
terday, the thermometer on a pillar in front of him 
marked the temperature at 83 degrees. Mr. Drexel 
said that was an excessive heat for the locality. 
Clouds and rain at sunset beat the mercury down to 
overcoat temperature. On through the night until 
8 o'clock gusty winds swept the rains over the 
mountain, but the sun came up over the green 
mountains this morning and found no clouds. 

At 10.o'’clock the thermometer before the 
General's window marked 65 degrees. Dr. 
Douglas felt encouraged when he came out at 9 
o'clock. He thought the General had slept well 
although he bad been called to attend him three 
times during the night. Tbe huskiness of his voice 
was considerably relieved, but its losshad been 
owin g to general weakness rather than to fatigue 
and its recovery would be slow. 

GETTING WEAKER. 

Col. Fred Grant said of bis father this morning: 
“He had considerable rest last night and this morn- 
ing. His voice has improved so that we can under- 
stand him when he tries to whisper. When I 
went to his room alittle while ago he whispered 
very faintly that he found his voice a little stronger

Lurope where tne cholera has spread io any exteut 
it has been shown that no preventive measures had 
been adopted and the sauitary condition was such as 
to invite disease. That cannot be said of St. Louis. 
The genera! health of the city is good, and the 
cleansing efforts of the — season have brought 
the most favorabie resu!ts.”’

Fatal Domestic Quarrel Because the Wife 
Went Short on Salad. 
The list of murderers in the Jail was increased 
this morning by the death at the City Hospital of 
Jesse Canty, the colored man who wascut by his 
wife, Annie, May 28, at their residence, No. 4552 
Fairfax avenue. At the time it .was not believed 
that the man’s wounds were serious, the cuts 
being inflicted with an ordinary pocket-knife upon 
bis arms, and the fatal result has caused surprise 
to those who saw Canty after the affray. A Posr- 
DuspatcH reporter calied this morning at the jail 
and had a talk with the murderess, a neat mulatto 
of medium size and 22 years of age. When told of 
her busband’s death she broke into a quiet Jaugh 
and said: 
“Dead, is he? Well, it’s his own fault. If he'd not 
tried to choke me I wouldn’t have cut him.” 
‘How did the affair happen?” 
“Oh, we was always quarreiing and fizhting. He

was old, about 49 I guess, and was 
always jealous of me; always accused 
of going with other men, but 


me 
he wasn't able to prove it. Wenever had no wit- 
nesses.” 

“But how about the fight.” 

“He had come bome from his workin the after- 
noon, and wanted some dinner. I got him the 
bread aud meat we had eaten—me and my little 
three-year-oid girl, who was in the room at the time 
—and toid him that was al]l there was in the houses 

This made him mad, and he wanted to know way 
there wasn’t

or something tasty like that. I told him it was be- 
cause he didn’t leave any money to buy it with. 
He got madder then, and struck me. lifted up 
the looking-glass and was going to bring 
it down on his head when the 
came that I might cut my little girl 
so I Jaid it down in. I then tried to get away 
and had my hand on the knob of the door when he 
caught me by the throat, bent me over and began 
choking me. I then took out my pocket knife 
and tried to cuthim. I reached first over my left 
shoulder, but couldn’t reacn him.. Then I tried 
over the right shoulder and cut him once, but he 
didn't let go. Then I gave him another one and he 
dropped me. He stood off a few steps, gritted his 
teeth and said, ‘D—n, you I'll geteven with you for 
this’ as he walked away.” 

“How did you come to have a pocket-knife in 
your jon?” 

“It was onelI got from an old schoolmate of 
mine, He gotaring of wine one day and woulan't 
give it back tome. So, when I had a chance, I 
took his pocketknife and kept it. He's one of the 
fellers that my husband used to be jealous of, but I 
just tell you he didn’t have no witnesses of any- 
thing. So he’s dead, eh? Well, d'ye think they 
mony anything to me? He was choking me when 
I cut him.” 

“Have you any witnesses?" 

“The little child was the only other person pres- 
ent at the time.”’ 

In his report to the Coroner on Jesse 
death Dr. ascribed it as supposably from the 
effects of his injuries, and prom from some in- 
jury or trouble with the brain. The patient had 
aphasia, appearing, unconscious of everything ex- 
cept when aroused, and answering “yes” to all 
questions. The wounds in his arms promised to 
heal at first, but erysipelas set in, which was fol- 
lowed by preumonia, death ensuing at 5:30 o'clock 
this morning.

THE ELECTION BILL PASSED. 

The Citizens’ Association election bill was read a 
third time and passed without debate by a vote of 
78 to 54. Linegar voted with the Republicans. The 
bill becomes a lawif signed by the Governor, of 
which there appears to be no doubt. The law can be 
adopted by any incorporated town if approved by 
& popular vote. The law provides that the Countv 
Court shall superintend all elections; election pre- 
cincts shall not contain more than voters; no 
man can vote who is not upon the registry; a 
canvass is to be made of each precinct 
by the official canvassers prior to each 
election; tripilicate returns and duplicate tallies are 
to be returned; thé polls are to close at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. The bill provides penalties for all 
infractions of the law. The bill was framed largely 
upon precedents or the Massachusetts, New Yor 
and California laws. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIBS. 


Under-Paid Kindergarten and Grammar 
School Assistants Need More Money, 

A joint meeting of the Ways and Means and 
Salary Committees of the Public School Board will 
be held to-morrow evening for the purpose of dis- 
cussing teachers’ salaries, and, if the thing can 
possibly be done, of increasing the amount paid to 
some of the young ladies now employed in the 
schools. Director John W. O'Connell is the cham- 
pion of the under-paid teachers, and he is very 
sanguine of obtaining the desired increase. 

“Nine years ago, I think it was,” said 
Mr. O'Connell, “when the tax collection fell 
off about 2 per cent and the Board 


was short of funds, the salaries of teachers were 
cut seven and a-half per cent, with the under- 
standing, however, that when the condition of the 
Board’s finances warranted a return to the old 
schedule the seven and a-half per cent wou!'d be 
restored. No change has been made in the salaries 
since that time. Now the schools are out of debt 
and there is $33,000 in the contingent fund. This 
fund is set aside to meet any accidents from fire, 
wind or other sources that may visit the school 
buildings. Unless a school should burn down, or 
be blown over by a cyclone, circnmstances which 
are not likely to take place, this fund will remain 
on our hands entirely unproductive of any good. 
From this fund I propose to take enough to adda 
little to the salaries of teachers who are not 
receiving satisfacto pay.

The former 
now receive only $150 a year, and many of them 
are ladies of fine accomplishments and excellent 
culture. The pay they are getting is entirely in- 
adequate to the work required of them. Their sa)- 
aries I would increase to a year. The third 
assistants in the 7g gr schools are paid $400 a 
year. This should be inc to $425. The 
change would benefit about two hundred and forty 
teachers and add about $6,000 to the salary list of 
the schools, Mr. Methudy is in favor of going even 
farther thanI go. He wants the salaries of ail the 
grammar school assistants increased 5 per cent, 
which would increase our expenditures 
in this direction abou# $27, a year. 
For my part, I think it would be a good thing to 
do what Mr. Methudy wants, and in deing so the 
Board would only be keeping faith with the teachers 
whose salaries it cut down nine years ago. I expect, 
though, that there will bea fight against the in- 
crease. The chairman of the salary committee, Mr. 
Atkinson, is opposed to it, and there are others in 
the opposition who raise their hands and eyes to 
heaven in holy horror, and exclaim that the con- 
dition of things doesnot justify any extra outlay. 
The measure will, however, go through the joint 
committee, and -the fight will be made in the Board

BAYARD'S EXPLANATION, 

In an explanatory interview published in the 
Washington Post, Secretary BayaRD says the 
comments on his reported remarks at Columbia 
about his grandfather’s voting for JEFFERSON 
were intended as an attack upon him person- 
ally, and are “ungenerous and unjust.” He 
was evidently nettled when he said that, since 
the strictures he thus characterizes were mere 
denials of the accuracy of his statement that 
his grandfather, though a Federalist, held and 
gave the casting vote which elected JEFFERSON 
over Burr. If that statement was contra- 
dicted by the well-known history and records 
of that important election, it was neither un- 
generous nor unjust to point out the contra- 
diction. If he was misrepresented by the 
report which was given out to the press of 
his Columbia speech, and which he has allowed 
to be published far and wide without any cor- 
rection from him until now, his critics are not 
blamable for the injustice that has been done 
him. The report, which Mr. BAYARD has per- 
mitted to pass until now uncorrected, made him 
say: | 
At that time the fate of the country hung almost 
upon athread. Then camethe letters that I have 
held in my hand and read, from Thomas Jefferson 
to the then Representative from Delaware, whom I 
have the honor to call my grandfather. | Applause.) 
He held the vote of that State, and it counted as 
much in the ballot as New York or of Virginia. 
This one man, and he a member of the Federal! par- 
ty, and an opponent politically of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, held that vote in his hands. He'took counsel 
with Alexander Hamilton. What counsel did he re- 
ceive, and what did he obey? It was the counsel 
that the country is greater than the party; it was 
the counsel that the Union was worth preserving. 
The Federalist from Delaware, instructed by Alex 
ander Hamilton, cast his vcte for Thomas Jefferson, 
the arch-opponent of the Federal party. 

Now comes Mr. BAYARD and says: 

This is the point I was making—that there was a 
time that it became the duty of a patriotic man to 
sacrifice party for country, and I was illustrating it 
by the great example of Hamilton. Naturally I re- 
ferred to James A. Bayard, for he stood nearer the 
counsels of Hamilton than any other Federalist. 
My crime is that he was my grandfather, and now 
I do not think I said that he cast his vote for Jeffer- 
son, but whatever I may have said in the unstudied 
address I delivered, I say now that my grandfather 
contributed more than any man, except Hamilron, 

to the defeat of Burr and the election of Jefferson, 

and that he voted in such a way as to secure that 

result. 

This is equivalent to an admission that his 

critics were not far wrong. He might have 

gone further and frankly admitted that the 
records show that his grandfather voted. for 
Burg on thirty-five ballots, and finally yielded 
to HaMILTON’s solicitations only so far 
as to cast the vote of Delaware blank 
on the last ballot, when JEFFERSON was elected 
without it, and would have been elected in 
spite of it. 

As for Secretary BaYARnD’s present claim that 
his grandfather ‘‘contributed more than any oth- 
er man, except HAMILTON, tothe defeat of BuRR 
and the election of JEFFERSON,” we are afraid 
that he is again the victim of an inaccurate re- 
porter, and that he cannot publish any letters 
sustaining the proposition. All the letters that 
have been published indicate that the Delaware 
man never dropped BuRR until the latter posi- 
tively refused to ‘“‘shackle himself with Federal 
principles,” and there was no longer any _ hope 
of making a bargain withhim. Mr. JEFFER- 
SON in his Ana charges openly that Bayarp 
tried to buy votes for Burr with offers of 


BuRR, made an affidavit in the Cheetham case 
“which had no relation to the suit, nor to any 
other object except to calumniate me” (JEF- 


FERSON).

A QUESTION FOR CAMPBELL. 

Comptroller CAMPBELL admits that the peo- 
ple of St. Louis are paying nearly three times 
as much State tax as they would have to pay 
on a fairly equalized assessment of property 
throughout the State. But he says “‘the thing 
cannot be helped,” because local necessities 
compel St. Louis to strain her assessment up to 
the highest point, and he intimates that the 

State, although it does not need the money, 
will be compelled to avail itself of the proceeds 
of the over-assessment in St. Louis until the 
Constitution can be so amended as to provide 
for separate assessments, municip@] assessments 
for municipal taxation, and State assessments 
for State taxation. He adds that he will en- 
deavor to procure such an amendment at the 
next session of the Legislature. 

An able lawyer, a veteran representative of 
St. Louis in the State Legislature and 
a Lieutenant Governor should have dis- 
covered the need of such an amend- 
ment some years ago, if there had been any 
provision in the State Constitution compelling 
or perinitting the State Board of Equalization 
to accept or approve unequal assessments of 
property, for State taxation. If there is any 
such provision in the Constitution of Missouri, 
we have been unable to find it, and will be 
much obliged to Mr. CAMPBELL for any hint 
enabling us to find the article and section con- 
taining it. If there is no such remarkable de- 
fect in the Constitution, why must city people 
continue to pay three times their proper share 
of State taxes for an indefinite number of 
years to come, pending the slow and uncertain 
process of getting an amendment submi tted to 
and adopted by the people of the State for the 
wpecial relief of St. Louis? 

The State Constitution does provide 
that the valuation of property for 
local and school taxes ‘shall not ex- 
ceed the valuation of the same property 
for State taxation.” But it nowhere provides 
or implies that the assessment for State pur- 
poses shall be according to the local assessment 
or affected by considerations of local policy. The 
obvious purpose and effect of the provision is 


to make the assessment for State taxation the 
maximum limit of the 


offices, and that BAYARD, at the request of 


poses, not to make the latter the minimum limit 
of the assessment for State purposes. 

On the other hand, the Constitution sbounds 
in mandatory provisions against unequal aasess- 
ments of property in different localities for 
State purposes. It expressly provides that ‘‘all 
property subject to taxation shall be taxed in 
proportion to its value,” not on one-fourth of its 
value in one county or city and on its full market. 
value in another county or city. It provides 
that *‘No county, town or other municipal cor- 
poration, nor the inhabitants thereof, shall be 
released or discharged from its or their propor- 
tionate share of taxes to be levied for State pur- 
poses.” Are not these provisions outrage- 
ously violated by an assessment which 
releases the people of some counties from taxa- 
tion on one-half or three-fourths of the value 
of their property, and forces the p3ople of St. 
Louis to pay three times as much as their pro- 
portionate share of the State taxes? To pre- 
vent any such violation of its provisions, the 
Constitution expressly authorizes and com- 
mands the State officers to sit as a State Board 
of Equalization and ‘“‘to adjust and equalize 
the valuation of real and personal property 
among the several counties in the State.” The 
statute enforcing this mandate requires the 
State officers to take a special oath to perform 
this duty, authorizes them to take all the evi- 
dence they deem necessary to ascertain the . 
value of property in the different counties, and 
commands them to equalize the valuation 
among the respective counties by making de- 
ductions from and additions to the local as- 
sessments as may be necessary to fix upon each 
locality “‘its proportionate share of taxes for 
State purposes,” and no more. 

Will Mr, CaMPBELL, or anybody else, ex- 
plain how a State Board of Equalization can, 
without disregarding the Constitution, the law 
and the obligations of an official oath, approve 
and enforce unequal assessments which let off 
the railroads and some counties with one-fourth 
of their proportionate share of the taxes levied 
for State purposes, and compel St. Louis peo- 
ple to pay three times as much as their propor- 
tionate share? 


ALL reliable reports forbid us to count on 
more than half of an average wheat crop this 
year. The failure is general from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and the season, so far, promises 
but a short crop of corn. People who have not 
been obliged to sell their surplus of grain at 
the low prices prevailing will probably find a 
good market at home for all they have been 
able to keep on hand. It may turn out that 
the unsold surplus carried over from last year 
will be needed for consumption in more than 
one State where it was raised. We have be- 
fore seen low prices and a glut of grain fol- 
lowed the very next-season by scarcity and 
high prices. Breadstuffs are abnormally low 
now, in proportion to the price of bread and 
meat, and as the superabundance of grain has 
not made those articles cheap, the price of 
grain can go up considerably without making 
them necessarily dearer. 


THE strike of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron Workers has resulted in what is, par- 
tially at least, a victory for the strikers. The 
Pittsburg manufacturers yesterday agreed to 
accept the Association’s scale with the under- 
standing that the sheet-mill! and old-rail clauses 
are to be arbitrated by a committee of seven 
workingmen and seven manufacturers, pend- 
ing which arbitration the manufacturers are 
to pay the old prices. The manufacturers out- 
side of the Pittsburg district rejected this settle- 
ment, withdrew from the conference, and the 
strike will continue a while longer in the dis- 
tricts west of Pittsburc. 


THe Mexican Band has been well received in 
St. Louis and has made a good impression. It 
has been something of a surprise to our people 
that Mexico should furnish such good music, 
and the circumstanees under which they come 
should be appreciated. Their visit represents 
an act of courtesy emanating from President 
Dtaz, and especially intended to show his ap- 
preciation of St. Louis and his good will 
towards the Exposition. 


Bayard 's Grandfather. 
Edward Stanwood in the Boston Transcrint. 

In nineteen ballotings on the 1ith of February, 
1801, nine on the 12th, one on the 13th, four on the 
i4th, one on the 16th and one on the 17th—thirty-five 
in all—forty-n ne Federalists voted for Mr. Burr. 
Mr. Bayard’s vote, which was the whole vote of 
the State of Delaware, was given to Burr on every 
one of these occasions. 

There were then sixteen States ia the Union, and 
a inajority of thé whole, nine States, was necessary 
toachoice, Mr. Jefferson had eight States on 
each of these ballets, Burr had six, and the votes 
of Maryland and Vermont, being each equally di- 
vided, were given to neither candidate. If, on 
either of these bailots, Mr. Bayard had “obeyed 
Hamilton's counsel," he would have voted for and 
e‘ected Mr, Jefferson. But he did not. 

Then came the thirty-sixth ballot. It was taken 
onthe 17th of February, immediately after the 
thirty-fifth ballot. Mr. Jefferson was elected, and 
how? A certain number of the Federalists simply 
withheld their votes—five from South Carolina.four 
from Maryland, one from Vermont, and one, Mr. 
Bayard, from Delaware. The effect of this action 
was to permit the Republicans from Maryland and 
Vermont to cast the votes of those States for Mr. 
Jefferson, civing him ten States and electing him, 
while the votes of South Carolina and Delaware 
were cast blank. 


Workingmen's Clubs. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The suceess of the few workingmen's clubs in 
this city naturally leads to the thought that similar 
clubs ought to be multiplied indefinitely among our | 
muiltitudinous workers. The hard-worked man 
craves @ place of social recreation during his leisure 
hours. Itis@ natural craving, against which it ts 
not worth while to argue or strive. If a rational 
place of rest and recreation is provided him he will 
accept it, in most instances, and be benefited by its 
privileges, If it is not provided he will find com- 
panionship somewhere—oftentimes atthe saloon. 
There is little doubt that the majority of the habit- 
ues of the saloons are led there in the beginning by 
the social craving rather than by thatof appetite. 
Shrewd saloon-keepers, understanding this very 
human craviog, make their places as attractive as 
possible. 

It ought to be possible to meet and provide for 
this perfectly natural want without great expense, 
The provision should be much wider in its scope 
than that furnished by thewaloons, without any of

This Yoar’s Failure the Most Disastrous ia 
Twenty Years. 

Mitwauxer, Wis., June 17.—Mr. S. H. Seamang 
Secretary of the National Millers Association bag 
received the following telecram from W. J. Cham. 
berlain, the Ohio Statistician, in response to an jg 
quiry to Mr. Chamberlain asking if he haa any 
good reason for reducing his estimate of the Wheat 
crop of 1885, 270,000,000 bushels. “Two hundred 
and seventy millions is my June estimate; 300, oy. 
000 bushels was my estimate. Wheat lost raply 
in April and May, and lately the fiy has been very 
destructive, and much . wheat provas to 
be cheat. Ohio, Indiana, Lilinois, Missouri, Kansas 
and California give ouly 90,000.000 against 4 Ay, 
year aver of 000, bustiels. My informa 
tion from these points is most reliable. The whag 
failure is the most disastrous for twenty years. and 
there is no use denying it or letting the public dow, 
gently to the knowiedge of it.”

“Is there much difference in the shoes-of horses?” 

“all the difference in the world. A big draught 
horse like the Percheron will take a shoe weighing 
twe and one-half pounds, made of iron with toe 
cork and heels. The toe cork is the piece of iron 
set on the head or toe of the shoe. A horse that 
travels in a business wagon or carriage will take a 
twenty-ounce shoe, ora one and a quarter pound 
shoe. These shoes are made heavy and are about 
an inch in width. 

“A trotting horse's shoe is entirely different. They 
do not weigh more than from fourteen tos sixteen 
ounces. The shoes on the hind feet are invariably 
made of steel, and those in frontare often of the 
same metal. There is no toe cork on a trotter’s 
shoes, and but a slight rise in the back part of them 
for a heel. 

“The shoes of running horses are called plates. 

hey weigh but four or five ounces, are perfectly 
flat, and are only aboutaha'f inch wide all the 
way round, and as thin as possible. They are put 
on to strengthen the hoof and keep it from break 
ing, but they are an inch longer than the hoof be- 
hind. This is to give power and support to the ten- 
dons of the leg.”’ 

Noticing a number of curiously shaped and un- 
common-looking shoes, the News gatherer asked in 
perfect innocence if they were for crippled 
horses. 

The young man smilingly replied: “No, they are 
for trotting horses. There is a great deal of differ- 
ence in the feet of fast horses, just as much as there 
is in the feet of men. Some horses’ hoofs we have 
to cover with more weight onthe outside of the 
shoe than the inside, some vice versa, some with the 
heaviest part of the shoe in front, others behind. 
Many horses spread their feet out in trotting, others 
work close with their feet and unless they are shod 
perfectly they wi goiame. ihere may be a hal 
dozen fine thoroughbreds brought into the shop to 
morrow morning and not one of them be shod alike, 

“A pacer is almost always shod iight. We shod 
some fast horses for McCarthy, wano drove Little 
Brown Jug, the pacer. A runner is the lightest 
siepping horse, a pacer and racker next, toen a 
trotter.’

The fast 
horses are always brought to the shop in the cool 
of the morning.

The report will be unpleasant reading 
both for Mr. John Roach and the members 
of the Advisory Board, for the responsi- 
bility for the failure of this ‘pioneer vessel of our 
new navy” isa dividedone.

The Man Who Marries Weds All the 
Female Relatives at One 
Ceremony.

The Aztec Women the Most Hardy in 
Mexico, and How They Became So, 


Mexico City Cor. of the Detroit Free Press. 

Tourists and newspaper men, who, during 
their brief visit to Mexico, have had but limit- 
ed opportunities for seeing the domestic life of 
the higher class, have hig to our country- 
men and to Europeans the idea that Mexican 
ladies of even the most aristocratic families are 
extremely ignorant. This is a most egregious 
blunder. During the past twenty-five or thirty 
years it has been customary here to engage ac- 
complished foreign governesses and able native 
tutors for young girls; therefore the ladiés of 
aristocratic f esare good linguists, excel- 
lent musicians and are on a par with the cor- 
responding class in Spain and France. It is true 
they never attempt a ‘‘classic course” or 
dream of imitating our Bostonian damsels in 
scientific studies, nevertheless, in all those ac- 
complishments which render social intercourse 

eand home life delightful, they are 
_— equal to American and English women. 
owever, it must be admitted that Mexican 
ladies rarely utilize their talents, and, during 
the sixty years that intestine commotions and 
foreign wars have desolated this republic, they 
have never been éducated with a view to pro- 
viding against reverses of fortunes. This lack 
of precaution, this seeming inability, is not 
their-fault, but is due to the prevalence of an 
old Spanish custom which virtually obliges 
gentlemen to provide for their destitute female 
relatives, and shield them from contact with 
the world. 
WOMEN’S RIGHTS IN MEXICO. 

For example: [f a Mexican lady is widowed 
and has no means,a family council is held, 
her male relatives or those of her deceased hus- 
band charge themselves with the education of 
her sons and provision is made for her and her 
daughters. ven if the widow and young 
ladies should be accomplished they are not ex- 
pected to work for their bread, and the aid 
tendered them is calmly accepted as an hered- 
itary right. On the contrary, if a widowed 
mother is wealthy she cannot be independent. 
Custom exacts that the care of her property 
and the education of her sons shall be delegated 
to male relatives, and, unless she is really an 
old woman with adult children, she must either 
reside with her kindred or keep some staid, 
matronly person in her household by way of 
protection against criticism or scandal. 

THE GENTLEMEN BEAR THE BURDEN, 

“Mexican gentlemen are so thoroughly im- 
bued with this idea of womanly helplessness 
that they do not seem,to regard the charge of 
a bereaved family as an unnatural or unjust 
burden, but accept all the duties it involves as 
really sacred obligations. One strong proof of 
the chivalric nature of Mexican gentiemen is 
that the estates of widows and orphans are al- 
most invariabiy honestly adniinistered. 

MARRIAGE A BIG CONTRACT. 

Matrimony is a serious affair here, because, 
owing to the knightly courtesy of tne men and 
the helplessness of the women, a man, in order 
to obtain the hand of his lady-love, virtuaily 
contracts to befriend all her™témale kindred, 
nevertheless—badinage apart—it is a beauti- 
ful custom, 

One sees many newspaper comments on ‘‘the 
languor and idleness of Mexican ladies.” That 
charge may be made against those who inhabit 
the ‘‘tierra-caliente,” or tropic regions, but as 
regards the ladies of the cities in the “tierra 
tempiada,” or high plateau, it is unjust. In 
this capital they pay even more attention to 
domestic affairs than wealthy American ladies 
usually do, because society makes fewer demands 
upon their time and fashion does not oblige 
them to spend their summersin gay watering- 

laces or winters in Europe. Domestic life in 

exico is charmingly simple, and really worthy 
of imitation, except in one respect—rarely do 
ladies here suckle their infants. This sacred 
duty of motherhood is usually delegated to In- 
dian nurses. For this omission the physicians 
are chiefly responsible, because they assure 
their aristocratic patients that this drain upon 
their systems is too severe, etc. 

Asa general rule the ladies of Mexico are 
gentle, artless and amiabie. . A ‘‘professional 
beauty” or ‘‘married belle” is not tolerated. 
Either would soon be ostracised as an improper 

ter.

Daily lkife of Abdul Hamid—A Hard 
Working Potentate.

His Majesty is accustomed to rise at an early 
hour, and after he lecves his seraglio and has 
eaten a slight breakfast—at times he only drinks 
a cup of black coffee—his secretaries bring him 
the portfolios containing the telegrams, official 
correspondence and reports which are ready for 
perusal. This occupation lasts till noon, when 
the dejeuner a la fourchette, which is generally 
the chief meal of the day, is served. If a 
visitor happens to have the honor of lunch- 
ing with the Sultan, his Majesty will 
perhaps show him afterwards in person 
some of the sights of the park and gardens, of 
which he is very proud. There are the aviaries 
of rare birds; the unrivaled collecticn of pig- 
eons; the well-stocked menagerie; the stables 
containing nearly two hundred horses, some of 
which are presents from the angeeets of 
Russia, Germany, Austria and the Prince of 
Wales; the great riding-school in which the 
Circassian guards are accustomed to exhibit 
their prowess and feats of horsemanship; the 
lake on which the Sultan’s little daughters row 
themselves in tiny caiques, to the great delight 
of their father; and now and then some higaly 
privil guest is even permitted to witness a 
musical performance by the Sultan’s children 
in a miniature theater- provided for 
the p At 5 o'clock the secretaries 
take away the geyers and unfin- 
ished correspondence, for at that hour his 
Majesty generally puts spurs on his patent- 
eather boots and mounts his horse fora ride in 
the park, Sometimes he takes his ? oe (he has 
a fine collection of the best arms t Purdey 
Holland Lancaster can produce) and 
shoots the wild fowl which decoysattract to the 
various lakes in abundance, or at a series of 
marks fixed at the side of the paths. If he does 
not care to ride, he drives ina pony carriage 
along the roads which traverse the grounds.

EATING HABITS. 


How the Ancients Fed and Behaved 
at Meals, 
From London Society. ° 

The Greeks and Romans partook of luncheon, 
but beth it and their breakfast were very 
slight meals, Even if the latter consisted of 
hot dishes, as it generally did, they were not of 
a very substantial character, and seeing that 
the breakfast was eaten immediately on rising, 
very wre f the luncheon could not be regarded 
in thetight of an insult to the breakfast and 
an injury to the dinner—in which way it is 
not unfrequently spoken of by English epi- 
cures. When one has broken one’s fast be- 
tween 6 and 7 a. m. by swallowing a few 
mouthfuls of bread dipped in a light wine, 
after the manner of the Greeks, or bread with 
salt, dried grapes, olives or cheese, after 
the Roman fashion, one may legiti- 
mately be entitled to a hot ish 
of fish or ogas at noon. A _lunch- 
eon under ese circumstances cannot 
come under the category of either insult or in- 
jury to any other meal. Thecena, or dinner- 
supper of classical times, consisting of three 
courses, hors d’ceuvres, piquant dishes, then fish 
and meat in several removes, was held in far 
too high esteem by epicurean appetites to allow 
of its being injured by any previous repast. 
“Not till the supper or dinner, call it what we 
will, was served, did the noble Roman take his 
daily food with luxurious elegance and ease, 
The evening mea! was for the few, not for the 
many. it was the meal sacred to hospitality 
and pleasure. Those who partook of it re- 
clined at length on couches, in the spirit of 
festal enjoyment and social pleasure, donned 
like a marriage robe. Dinner or supper, this 
was the meal of the day. Business was left 
behind, care and toil were forgotten, the day’s 
work was clone. 

This graceful peep at an ancient - Roman’s 
dinner, from the pen of one versed in the do- 
mestic life of these times, is sufficient broadly 
to show that, after all, our own habits are not 
very dissimilar, but it should be remembered 
that, like our more immediate predecessors, the 
Romans were not as addicted to tur night 
into day as we are, and that although the late 
dinner was the meal of the day, the hour at 
which it was partaken of was far earlier than 
ours; and that consequently it may be assumed 
the lateness was divested of many of its perni- 
cious results. Ind the Roman had a great 
regard for the value of daylight, artificial light 
was little reso to, and he went to bed, gen- 
erally speaking, at the close of the day. Hence 
he rose betimes, and the writer who, as above, 
describes the end of the day, thus speaks of its 
beginning: 

“After waiting on some great man, or if he 
happened to be a great man himself, after be- 
ing waited upon, he took his breakfast, but if 
anybody living sees, or fancies that he sees, 
anything like a substantial English breakfast 
in the Latin jentaculum he-errs widely of his 
mark. The Koman broke his fast by nibbling 
a biscuit, and this was not until he had taken 
the air and, generally speaking, bathed. The 
midday meal, prandium, is construed by 
moderns to stand for dinner, but it was no 
more like our dinner than jentaculum was like 
onr @breakfast. As with us, however, some- 
times the two meals were thrown into one; and 
then your Roman would get with his biscuit or 
dry bread a date, an olive or two, a fig or a few 
raisins—very different all this from hot but- 
tered toast or muffins, ham and eggs, an ap 
tizing grill, teaand coffee, or the choice 
tween these anda bottle of light wine. The 
Roman’s prandium did not nearly come up to 
the Anglo- Indian's tiffin, though there is more 
affinity in this respect than can be traced be- 
tween the antique meal at midday and a hearty 
British luncheon, The prandium was eaten 
standing,” a doubtful practice for any but the 
most robust digestions, questionable even with 
these, as likely to accelerate early degeneration 
of the organs, 


A WOMAN’S FLYING MACHINE. 


The Lady Aeronaut Making Aerial 
Navigation Easy and Safe. 
Mohawk Correspondence New York Sun. 

Mrs. Carl Myers of this village, better known 
as “Carlotta,” the lady aeronautist, has lately 
obtained letters patent on several devises per- 
taining to aerial navigation. She says she be- 
lieves that the day is not far distant when peo- 
ple will navigate the air as readily as they now 
plough the seas, <A recently nted fixture 

attached to a hydrogen gas baloon, and con- 
sists of a collapsical car, comprising rud- 
der platform which has her on over 150 
voyages in specs. This platform, surrounded 
by hammock netting 6 Sb by an ex- 
sagyeeen hoop connected the balloon 

y cords, is described as somewhat like a 
light boat on. water, and tipsor ee 
its plane or level with every different ee on 
of the aeronaut standing upon it, either ugh 
alteration of the center of gravity of the entire 
air ship or through the shortening or le en- 
ing of the ne ‘meshes. Alterations in the 
level of this platform converts it into a rudder 
like that in stern of a boat while the balloon 


ascends, and when descending the lower or ad- 
i des the balloon 
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ares greater variety of evolutions than a 
ird’s wings, spreads more surface than any 
bird or other aerial mechanism, weight for 
weight, and hasthe ability to create at any 
time a wind for its own sails, and can yet furl 
its wings almost as suddenly as a bird. 

The apparatus has thus far proved of great 
practical service, and demo that a com- 
mon balloon may be readily moved up, down 
or around in the air by a man’s efforts 
—or rather, by a woman’s efforts—and on 
landing be relieved of danger of dragging. 


THE UNION DEAD. 


Statistics ofthe Union Soldiers Who 
Died During the Civil War. 
From the New York Sun. 

Twenty years have passed since the close of 
the civil war and now, at last, a careful official ! 
record of the number of deaths that occurred 
in the Union army has been made. A little 
more than twelve months ago, on_ the 2d of 
June, 1884, General Drum directed Mr. J. W. 
Kirkley, and experienced statistician of the Ad- 
jutant General's office, n the proves scr 
of this record, with the aid of ten cler A 
minute and exhaustive exploration of all at- 
tainable official documents has now produced a 
table of statistics which far sur in com- 
om meg anything on the subject hitherto ex- 

ng. 

To state the grand result at the outset, the 
table shows a total of 9,853 deaths of commis- 
sioned officers and 349,913 deaths of enlisted 
men, my an aggregate of 359,913 deaths 
among the Union forces. The period included 
in the record is, for the regular troops, the in- 
terval between April 15,1861, and August 1, 
1865; for a portion of the volunteers it is pro- 
longed beyond the latter date until the muster 
out of each organization. It will be remem- 
bered that the troubles in Mexico and other 
causes occasioned the retention of some volun- 
teers in the service after the downfall of the 
Confederacy. Indeed,as Mr. Kirkley states, 
the last white volunteer organization was dis- 
banded November 18, 1867, and the last colored 
regiment December 20, 1867, while the last offi- 
cer of the volunteer general staff was not mus- 
tered out until July 1, 1869. 

Yet, careful as the examination of the records 
has been, one lack renders it still far from com- 

lete. The death registers of some of the 

argest prisons at the South used for the con- 
finement of Union soldiers are missing. For 
the prisons at Americus, Atlanta, Augusta, 
Charleston, Lynchburg, Macon, Marietta, Mo- 
bile, Montgomery, Savannah, Shreveport and 
Tyler the registers have not been secured at all, 
and tlie fo Ngan of these prisons is well 
known. Only partial records were had from 
the prisons at Cahawba, Columbia, Florence, S. 
C., Millen and yg There have been 
ways, it is true, of Bs orking up these 
deficiencies; but, on the other hand, as Quarter- 
master General Meigs, cited by Mr. Kirkley, 
has shown, in many southern prisons three or 
four corpses of Union prisoners were some- 
times buried in the same trench, and the nuin- 
ber of graves only imperfectly indicates the 
number of dead. ‘ Even in this most imperfect 
record the number of Union soldiers known to 
have died in captivit was close upon 30,000— 
in exact figures, 29,408. The late investigation, 
we may add, has increased by about one-sixth 
the records of deaths amo nion prisoners. 

Taking Mr. Kirkley’s table, we derive from

The official tables, as published from a manu- 
script copy in the Army and Navy Journal, 
further distribute all these classes of deaths 
among the Union troops by States, it being ex- 
plained that the phrase “other known causes” 
includes deaths resulting from quarrels not 
amounting to murder, from being shot by sen- 
tries or by the provost guard and miscellaneous 
causes, This aggregate of nearly 360,000 
deaths of Union soidiers must be supplemented 
by a like record of Confederate soldiers, in 
order to find the real number of victims to the 
war in both armies. Then the naval deaths 
must also be ascertained and added. Manya 
soldier and sailor met a fate more dreaded 
than death in being crippled for life or made 
the pray of lingering disease contracted in the 
service. °

A LOOSE LAW. » 


The Defiant Manner in Which 
Saloons May Run Without 
License. 


-_ — 
——_ 


An Explanation That Places the 
Blame Where it Belongs—Messrs. 
Brown & Moore Decide to Close— 
The Wine and Beer House License 
Abolished. 


The fight which Messrs. Brown & Moore were 
making to obtain a license to run a saloon at 1500 
Chestnut street developed the fact that the law reg- 
ulating the saloon business is in some respects sadly 
defective. It provides that in order to obtain a 
license for a liquor shop the majority of the tax- 
payers in a block wherein the shop is to be or al- 
ready has been located shall sign a petition to the 
City Colleetor expressing their sanction of such 
an establishment in their midst. It provides 
that any person run asaloon without a license 
shall, upon conviction, fined from $100 to $900, 
and debarred for two years th 
running or owning a saloon, and also from acting 
as attendant in any saloon. This, however, is as 
far as the law There is no provision for pun- 
ishing a second infraction of the law, no penalty 
for running the same saloon after the owner 
once or even oftener been convicted for non-pay- 
ment of license. The closing up of a saloon is ac- 
complished only after its owner's patience is tired 
out or his pocket-book drained. As long as he can 
pay his fine he can virtually and obstinately def 
the law. This was the case with McNeary, who sold 
beer at Ubrig’s Cave for nearly nine months 
without a license. He held out by appealing from 
the Police Court to the three Cs, and thence to the 
Court of Appeals, where the decisions of the lower 
courts were finally affirmed. About that time 
Chief Harrigan went into office, and the police 
notified Mr. McNeary that he would have to quit 
selling beer or they would make a case against bim 
for every glass of the foamy that went over his 
eounter. Already they had 262 cases made, and 
several fines had been imposed. He paid tne fines, 
and acknowledged that be was beaten. Two 
hundred and fifty more cases against him were 
dismissed, and he went out of the business. Now 
he sells lemonade and soda water, and does business 
under a merchant's license, for which he pays 

90 CENTS A YEAR. 
The only other saloon ubat has been closed up in 
some years is that of aman named Merkie, who at- 
tempted to run a moisture dispensary at 602 Market 
street. He was fined $300 and quit the business. 
Neff, the pertinacious German who owns and runs 
a saloon opposite the northwest corner of O’Fallon 
Park, was fined some time ago in the Police Court, 
and only last week the Court of Appeals affirmed 
the penalty. He paid up, it is said, and then tried 
to obtain a license in his daughftr’s name. This 
petition the Collector refused. Neff “5 have been 
slightly dismayed by this action on Mr. Sexton's 
part, but he was nevertheless undaunted. He 
kept on doing business in his own 
name, andthe saloon is. stillopen. Eight or ten 
cases have been made against him, and he will be 
sent to the Police Court. The police are after him 
every day. His only way of dodging the law is to 
accept the Police Court fiue, and let the dispute 
drag its slow Jength into andout of the Court of 
Appeals. This will take from six to nine months. 
Neff canin the meantime goon selling beer and 
liquor, and when the affirmance comes he cau pay 
his little $300 fine, which in the end will amount to 
less than the yearly license he would be obliged to 
The year's license amounts to $570. 

At the Vollector’s office a Post-Dispatons reporter 
failed to ascertain how the strict letter of the law 
could be enforced. The question was one 
they had not given serious consideration to, but 
now that the point has been raised City Counselor 
Bell will be asked forafull and intelligible ex- 
planation of the law. His opinion is wanted badly 
on that section of the ordinance which prohibits a 
person from running asaloon after he has been 
convicted and fined for 4 violation of the dram-shop 
license law. 

HOW THE LAW OPERATES. 

The method of procedure at the Collector's office 
in all cases of tne kind under discussion is this: 
When a saloon is opened and a petition is presented 
a deputy makes a canyass of the block and reports 
the names of all the householders to the office, 
those for and against the saloon being indicated 
in his report. A deputy takes the list te 
the Assessor's officers and rtains who 
are and who are not taxpayers. If tHe petition con- 
tains a omy ve of the taxpayers the license issues; 
if not, the license is refused and the saloon-keeper 
ordered to close up. Should he keep open, in defi- 
ance of the law, a Deputy Collector buys a drink 
at his bar and makes a case, which is tried in the 
Police Court. When the owner is fined the case 
passes into the hands of the City Marshal, who 
either collects the money or puts the execution 
against the prisoner into effect. It being a crimi- 
nal execution, it calls for the body of the prisoner, 
who goes to the Work House; there is no levy on 
his property. During Hudson's administration two 
or three saloon-keepers worked out their fines on 
the rock pile. They were not as fortunate as Neff, 
who had numerous fines of $300 remitted by Mayor 
Ewing, The City Marshal may be a little lenient 
and give the saloonist time to pay up, and while 
the leniency lasts the business continues to pay the 
law-breaker a profit. The Collector insists that the 
matter passes out of his hands when it gets into the 
hands of the City Marshal, and that the City Mar- 
shal should answer the question. Why cannot a sa- 
loon be closed up after its owneris convicted of 
viclating the license law? All the City Marshal can 
say is that the law points out his course. It tells 
him to cohect the fine eitherin cash or in cubic 
yards of macadam at the Work House. So the 
question rests, and the only consolation left is that 
the law is not what it shouid be, or what its orig- 
inators intended it to be. 

In the matter of Messrs. Moore & Brown's license 
they were able to obtain valy six of the thirteen 
taxpayers in the block, and sent word to the Col- 
lector this morning that they would close up. This 
action will result in the dismissal of the case pend- 
ing against them in the Police Court, as it is cus- 
tomary to give saloonisis areasonabie time in which 
to uvbtain the necessary signatures to their petitions,

the wishes of a great majority of the residents on 
the block.

Rice.” The fact is that Thos. A. Rice, Sergeant 
Francis McFariand, Constable James Carroli, M. 
Haughey—livery stabie proprietor, not doctor—and 
Dr. Goodlett were the principal movers in the 
matter. Again, you say that the galoon- 
keeper's petition “has the signatures 
of twenty out of the thimgty-two house- 
holders of the block, which is of course 
& majority.” In reply let me say that if the 
saloon-keeper got twenty signatures out of thirty- 
two, thirty-three householders have already asked 
through their > aetna 0 that no license be issued.

PUBLIC PRINTER. 


The Typesetters Not Inclined to Indorse 
George Clark. 

The endeavors of George Clark of this city to ob- 
tain the appointment of Public Printer are not 
meeting with a great deal of favor from his fellow- 
printers in this city. Clark claims to have the in- 


dorsement of the Typographical Union and of the 
trades’ organizations, but the members of the Typo- 
graphical Union in this city, for the most part, re- 
pudiate him as their candidate. One of them, writing 
to the Post-DispaTcu,asserts that Clark is not a Dem- 
ocrat in politics, and offers to prove this statement 
by affidavit. Hesays Clark is not a fit man for 

ublic printer and bas not the endorsement of the 
Geien for that place, but helped to engineer an 
almost unauimous indorsement through the organ- 
ization for Bob Yorkston. He also states that 
Clark is the ring ruler of the Brotherhood of the 
Union, which it is claimed still exists and is as 
potent an influence asever. The Brotherhood is a 
secret organization within the Union, the members 
of which are bound together in each other's in- 
terest. The writer claims that Clark is incompetent 
for the office and has used the Union for his own 
selfish ends. 

In the circular apoer in 1879 by the printers of 
St. Louis, Clark is charged witb being a member of 
the Brotherhood. Otber members of the Union 
indorse these statements with regard to Mr. Clark. 
One of them, speaking about him, said: 

“Clark has courage and tenacity, but outside of 
these qualities [don’t know of any he has that 
amount to much. Heis alittle above the average 
printer in intelligence, and has some shrewdness.” 

“How does he stand among the Union men?” 

“On account of some influence he exerts on one 
or two head men, he is feared, and from 
the way he is referred to you 
would think him popular, but he 
is not; he is only feared. If he was without this 
infld@nce he would be unpopular. He is probably 
one of the best-known printers in St. Louis, be- 
cause he has been President of the Union for two 
terms and has been delegate to Union meetings. I 
do not consider him a fit or competent man for 
Public Printer, andIdo not think that there are 
many men who know him who think him fit for the 
place. He has never shown himself to be much of 
a printer and has failed in one instance that I 
know of to fill a responsible position. He is on 
his muscle and has gotten into 
a good many saloon brawls. I don’t kuow of a sin- 
gle thing to recommend Clark for the position.” 

Other printers who were seen by a Post-DispaTcH 
reporter said Clark wasaschemer. It was stated 
that in one Union office Clark could not get a 
single indorsement for any position.
